The use of the term "cryostatistics" is believed 
to be due to an error in translation from the priority document. The intended term is 
- cryostat -. See p. 351, McGraw-Hill Dictionary of Scientific and Technical Terms (copy 
enclosed for the Examiner's ready reference). No new matter has been added.

The rejection of claim 1 under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as anticipated by US. Patent 



No. 4,880,003 to Donnerhack et al. has been rendered moot by the present amendments to the 
claims. 



New claim 2 is neither anticipated nor obvious in view of Donnerhack et al. In 



particular, Donnerhack et al fail to show or suggest the presently claimed operable 
combination of a cabin for positioning of a patient with a separate* heat-insulated reservoir 
that, in turn, communicates with a cryostat. In addition, Donnerhack et al. neither show nor 
suggest the claimed processed gas exhaust system that includes a pair of exhaust pipes in 
operable association with a three-way valve. 



The present amendments and the accompanying discussion are deemed to 



dispose fiilly of all issues in this case and to place this application in condition for allowance. 
Early passing of this application to issue is solicited.
